AN OREGON FARMER COMMITS 
AN AWFUL MURDER. 


Bloodless Duel Between Mexican 
Aristocrats—The Santa Ana 
V ictim s—Sudden Death.

A DIABO LICAL DEED . 
An O regonian B utchers H is Stepdaughter 
W hile She Sleeps. 
[Copyriyht, 1S8S, by the California Associated Cress. J 
P ortland, January 2£ltb.—A dispatch 
from Independence, Polk county, Or., 
gives the particulars of a horrible murder 
committed this morning in that town by 
Wm. Landreth. The victim was Miss 
Simrna Antone, his stepdaughter. I.and- 
reth and the girl had quarreled on Satur­ 
day night, but no violence resulted at that 
time. 
On Sunday morning Landreth 
hastily arose from his bed, and entered the 
room where the girl was sleeping. He was 
armed with a large knife, and proceeded to 
butcher his stepdaughter, stabbing her a 
number of times. It is supposed he at­ 
tacked the girl while she was asleep. Her 
screams aroused the family, hut assistance 
came too late. 
THE FIEND ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
After completing his fiendish work the 
murderer started 'for a slough near the 
house, but was closely followed by his 
son, who knew of the murder. 
He at­ 
tempted to drown himself by putting his 
head under the water, but was prevented 
by his son, who pulled him back. Land­ 
reth broke away then and started to run 
toward the town of Old Independence, but 
was pursued by the boy, who continued to 
shout for help. He was soon captured and 
lodged in jail. 
THE EXCITEMENT OVER THE TRAGEDY 
Is very intense. 
The murderer exhibits 
signs of insanity. He has recently made 
several unsuccessful attempts to destroy 
himself. The girl was found to be stabbed 
repeatedly and fearfully slashed. An in­ 
quest was held and a verdict of murder 
was rendered. The victim was much re­ 
spected. 
Many think Landreth is only feigning 
insanity, fearing the great indignation of 
the citizens. 
He will be examined to­ 
morrow. 
W hat motive prompted the 
diabolical deed is not known. 


ANSCIILAG’S v ic t im s . 
F uneral of the M urdered C harles H itch­ 
cock and W ife at Santa A na. 
S anta A na, January 29th.—Yesterdav 
was the saddest day in the great Hitchcock 
murder case. Though no notice was given 
of the funeral until the morning issue of the 
dailies, and though but few people knew 
of it until then, yet hundreds and hun­ 
dreds of still frenzied people gathered in 
our streets at the break of day eager for a 
word of news, and the livery stables were 
pushed to furnish vehicles for those desir­ 
ing to attend the funeral, which look place 
at the Methodist Episcopal Church at (lar­ 
den Grove. 
The services commenced at 11:25 in the 
morning. The Doral decorations and dra­ 
peries were unique and beautiful, and they 
betokened the solemnity of the occasion. 
One of the main features of the arrange­ 
ment of decorated drapery was two pillars, 
eight feet high. At the bottom of each 
were the words, “ Rest, Charlie,” and 
“ Rest, Loise,” in neat tloral designs. The 
services were very impressive. 
RECOVERY OK HIDDEN PROPERTY. 
[Copynpht, 1S88, by the Califomia Associated Cress.] 
Santa A n a, January 29th.—In the case 
of the murderer Ansclilag an important 
discovery of corroborative evidence was 
made about 9 o'clock this morning. Ever 
since the recovery of the bodies of Hitch­ 
cock and wife a general search has been 
going on for the watches of the deceased, 
which they are known to have had on the 
eveuing of the murder. 
Every bush, 
thicket, swamp, barn or outside hiding- 
place for miles around has been visited, 
and the cellar, loft and odd corners of 
Hitchcock’s house were constantly over­ 
hauled. A. J. Lucas, a detective from Los 
Angeles, has been spending the past three 
days at the ranch in the vain endeavor to 
secure the missing property. 
Yesterday, after the fiend’s confession, he 
having stated that the watches were hidden 
by him in the loft or garret of the Hitch­ 
cock bouse, Mr. Lucas again visited that 
dark region and thoroughly searched the 
rafters, but without avail. Last night Dis­ 
trict Attorney Dupoy, Coroner Meredith, 
O. A. Itaacke of the Los Angeles Tribune, 
Thomas C. Moseler, a prominent detective 
of San Francisco, and Special Deputy Sher- 
ill and Detective Emil Harris, of Los An­ 
geles, arrived here, and before daylight this 
morning started for Garden Grove, arriving 
there at 7 a . m ., and after making a general 
search of the out-buildings, repaiied to a 
dark garret over the bed-room, and at 9 
o’clock were rewarded by finding the 
watches carefully hidden between a couple 
of the rafters. 
These gentlemen unanimously maintain 
that the opinion of this community of the 
killing is the correct one; that Anschlag 
slew Hitchcock outside the house or barn 
with the ax and then rptumed to the house 
and informing Mrs. Hitchcock of some 
mishap, induced that lady to come outside, 
.ojneet her death in a similar manner. 
The theory of their having been in the 
wagon at all before dea h is absurd in the 
extreme. His confessions so far, except as 
to the hiding of the watches, have amounted 
to nothing, only as corroborative evidence 
against himself, and he still continues to 
boldly lie about every point which has not 
first been cleariy proven.

San J ose, January 29th.—To-day before 
noon a German named Froelich was taken 
from the Cosmopolitan lodging-house on 
South Market street with small-pox and sent 
to the pest-house. He had been nursing a 
man who was taken to the pest-house 
about a week ago. This makes three cases 
now at the pest-house. The Supervisors 
will meet to-morrow to take precautions 
against the spread of the malady and pro­ 
vide increased accommodations." 
The report in the San Francisco papers 
that the authorities bad sent a woman to 


that city who had the small-pox is untrue 
and unwarranted. Also the assertion that 
we are without a pest-house. No one here 
ever heard of her case, and did not pay her 
fare. This county has had a small-pox 
hospital for more than twenty-five years, 
and aside from the cases telegraphed— 
three at the pest-house and three children 
on the University tract—no others are 
known in the city or county. 


W ASHINGTON TEBRITO KY. 
Tiie W om an Suffragist Law to l»e Tested 
as to Its V alidity.

V ancouver, January 29th.—To-morrow 
the first gun of the campain is to be bred, 
and telegrams have been sent here—one 
from Spokane Falls and one from Seattle— 
requesting the Anti-Woman's Suffragists to 
lay the foundation in the election to-mor­ 
row, in order to raise a contest to be taken 
into the April term of theCourt here before 
Judge Allyn, and from here to the Supreme 
Court next July, in order to test the validity 
of the suffrage law. The defeated party to­ 
morrow will raise the contest. Ex-Chief 
Justice B. F. Dennison says he knows the 
ground on which they propose to contest 
the validity of the present law, and that 
they can never succeed before the Supreme 
Court or any other Court.

D efeat of a M arauding Band of Y aqui. 
lu Sonora. 
N ogales, January 29th.—A hand of wan­ 
dering Yaqui Indians, which has been 
committing depredations for some time in 
the Bacatele mountains, in Sonora, had an 
encounter a few days ago with a small 
party of Mexican troops, aided by a few 
citizens. A fight ensued at a place called 
Bucabamba, with the result of two Y’aquis 
being killed, five squaws and seven chil­ 
dren captured, and one citizen wounded. 
A K nightly T ilt on th e H istoric P lains of 
Lazaro. 
City of M exico, January 29ih.—On the 
plains of Lazaro, near here, a duel took 
place yesterday between Senof Erraillo G. 
Canton, a Thirty-third Degree Mason, and 
editor of the Scottish Rite organ, and Gen­ 
eral Jesns Toledo, a prominent Templar. 
The quarrel grew out of the light between 
the Scottish Rite organ and the Cruz 
Temjtlar, and involved the Templars. A 
challenge from the editors was declined by 
Canton on the ground of social position, 
but the answer in turn suggested that the 
proper source for a challenge was from a 
prominent Templar. It came, and General 
Toledo and Seuor Canton met at twenty- 
five yards’ distance, and at the command 
fired simultaneously, without effect, with 
the General’s weapons. Senor Canton’s 
weapons were then used, and the soldier 
clipped the mouthpiece of a cigar-holder 
out of the Senor’s pocket, grazed the flesh 
and proved what might have been, and 
honor was satisfied. The Templars have 
come hack into camp, and all is harmoni­ 
ous.

W ashington, January 29th.—Chairman 
Mills, of the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, says that some time will elapse be­ 
fore the tariff bill is in readiness to be pre­ 
sented to the House. In conversation with 
the correspondent of the California Asso­ 
ciated Press, Mr. Mills to-night said : “If I 
only had to consult my individual views, I 
could bring in a tariff reform measure very 
quickly, and one that I believe would no't 
only reduce the surplus, but give an im­ 
petus to Ameiican manufacturers that 
would soon put the United States at the 
head of ihe great nations of the world in a 
commercial sense. The improvements in 
machinery, the wonderful mechanical in­ 
genuity of our people, and the limitless re­ 
sources of the country would, were it not 
for high tariffs, put the United States at the 
head of the list of the exporting nations. 
All statements to the contrary notw ith­ 
standing, our labor to day is cheaper than 
that of Great Britain, gauged by ihe result 
produced. Instead of England wishing 
free trade in the United States, the reverse 
is the fact, for the statesmen of England 
say that if the American people were 
brought into direct competition with the 
English for the sale of manufactured arti­ 
cles in the markets of the world we would 
beat them. 
“ I have been lepresented,” continued 
Mills, “ as desiring to destroy our indus­ 
tries and to overthrow the system upon 
which our manufacturing prosperity is 
based. This is not true. If I could do 
what I believe to be for the best interests 
of the country, I would probably go’ 
further in direction of free trade than some 
of my associates. But I know that the 
only hope for revenue reform lies in a 
moderate bill that gives protection to 
young industries which actually need it. 
and that will abolish duties on articles of 
everyday consumption which can be made 
as cheaply in this country as abroad.” 
WOULD HAVE WOOL FREE. 
“ Will your bill put all wools on the free 
list, or only the coarser grades of wool ?” 
asked your correspondent^ 
” I cannot say which bill I will propose, 
for the bill is not prepared, but I have no 
hesitation in telling you my views. The 
day that all wools are put upon the free 
list, in my judgment, our wool will bring 
a much higher price in the market than it 
commands to-day. To put the coarse on 
the free list and tax Ihe better qualities 
would be of no benefit. We cannot man­ 
ufacture woolen goods, such as clothing, 
worsteds, etc,, of good quality without an 
admixture of the finer grades, such 
as come from Australia, Silesia and other 
countries. Make these wools free, and the 
demand for our home products would be 
increased for the mixture and its price en­ 
hanced. My State of Texas (and California) 
are the two largest wool-growing States in 
the country, and I wish that the wool- 
growers of those States oould he made to 
see the advantages that would result to 
them from putting wool on the free list.” 
HE STRIKES A SNAG. 
“ What do yon propose to do with fruits 
and nuts, the young industry of California, 
in which millions of capital is invested, and 
the success of which depends largely upon 
the protection afforded by Congress ?’’ asked 
the correspondent. 
“ Mv attention has not been e peciaily 
directed to this question,” said Mills, as h'e 
ransacked a bundle of papers for a docu­ 
ment which has been prepared Ht the Treas­ 
ury Department,showing the present rate of 
duties on articles in the tariffschednlei , ihe 
revenue yielded therefrom and the effect of 
changes that can be made. "According to 
these figure^Tor the year 1887, currants pay 
a duty of one oent per pound, and 29,I9»>,- 
393 pounds were imported, yielding a rev­ 
enue of $291,963 93. oran avt rage ad valor­ 
em rate of 2 748 per cent. This is within 
the revenue limit, and I can see no reason 
for removing the duty. Dates also pay one 
cent per pound,and the average ad valorem 
rate is 2 684 revenue duty. Figs pay two 
cents per pound, and yielded a revenue of 
$175.057 98. 
“ Grapes are dutiable at twenty per cent., 
clearly within the revenue limit, and the 
duties collected upon them only amounted 
to $74 000 The rates will not be disturbed. 
Lemons pay a variety of rates of dutv, ac­ 
cording to the capacity of the boxes, and 
yield a revenue of over $627,000, and the 
rates are within the revenue limit. The 
same can be said about oranges, but I Dre- 
sunie that the maintenance of the duty on 
green fruit is not really of so much con­ 
cern as that of keeping up the rate on dried 
fruits, etc. There is a duty of one per cent, 
per pound on plums and prunes, which 
last year yielded a revenue to the Govern­ 
ment of $708,088 53 and paid an average 
ad valorem rate of 3.081 per cení. I see no 
reason why the rate should be reduced. 
“Raisins pay a duty of 2 cent:- per pound, 
and the value of the importations last year 
was $2,297,469 30, yielding a revenue of 
$813,212 06. The average ad valorem rate 
of duty is 3.540. That rate might be cut 
down to say 30 per cent, ad valorem, but I 
do not know that it will be done. While 
the ad valorem equivalent of the specific 
duties on almonds, filberts, peanuts, etc., is 
higher than fruits, I doubt very much if 
any changes will be made. 
“I cannot see, from looking over these 
figures, that the California fruit industry is 
in any very serious danger. I am not com­ 
mitting inyself. you understand. 
The 
changes in these rates have been contem­ 
plated in some quarters, but so far as I can 
judge, without consultation with my col­ 
leagues on the committee, I do not believe 
the California fruit interest need have any 
iear of suffering at our hands.” 
CALIFORNIA MEMBERS ANXIOUS. 
Mills will undoubtedly favor an exten­ 
sive enlargement of the free list, to include, 
among other articles besides wool, both 
lumber and salt. As the 1 ill has not been 
completed, it is subject to change at any 
time, and apprehension is felt by members 
of the delegation from California in Con­ 
gress, who are anticipating that a reduction 
of the duties on fruits may yet be realized. 
Members of the committee are chary 
about saying anything concerning the 
tobacco tax, but it is known that the prop­ 
osition to abolish it will be void, as a 
means of inducing certain representatives 
from the tobacco-growing districts to come 
into line in support of a tariff revision bill. 
The revenue reformers have as yet had no 
word trorn Mr. Randall as to what he will 
do, and until the bill is reported to the 
House they do not expect to hear from 
him. They calculate, however, that in no 
reasonable contingency will he be able to 
control the votes of over ten or twelve 
men, and they believe that there will be 
about that number of Republicans who 
will favor a moderate scheme of tariff' re­ 
vision. 
SHORT AN D SW EET. 
Senator Stew art H as a P lan to K eep 
M ongolians Out of T his Country. 
[Copyright, 188S, by the California Associated Press.] 
W ashington, January 29th. — Senator 
Stewart has prepared a very short bill to 
enforce restrictions on Chinese immigration 
that he will introduce in the Senate to­ 
morrow. Mr. Stewart fears that there is a 
disposition in the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations to smother Mitchell s 
bill providing for the abrogation of the 
treaty. He does not think there can be 
any objection to reporting his new bill im­ 
mediately, and when it comes before the 
Senate and isopen to amendment, thentne 
abrogation of the treatv can be moved as 
an amendment. Stewart's bill is as fol­ 
lows : 
Be it enacted, etc.. That after ninety days from 
the passage oi this Act no Chinese laborers 
shall have the right to enter the United States 
by reason of the fact that they were in the Uni­ 
ted States on the seventeenth day of November, 
1880, but after said niDety days all Chinese la 
bore re, without regard to previous residence in 
the United states shall be subject to the condi­ 
tions and restrictions in the Act8 of Congress 


relating to the entry of Chinese into the United 
States. 
Section 2. That the certificates provided by 
the Act of May 2 ,1SS2, be delivered to Chinese 
departing from the United States for the purpose 
of identification on their return, shall, after the 
passage of this Act, be such as the Secretary oi 
the Treason shall from time to time prescribe; 
and the Secretary of the Treasury shall have 
power to m ake all needful rules and regulations 
to prevent the entry into the United States of 
any Chinese who are denied the right so to en­ 
ter by any Act oi Congress. All Acts of Con­ 
gress relating to the entry ot Chinese into the 
United States are hereby amended so as to con­ 
form to this Act. 


PENDING LEG ISLATIO N. 
M atters That W ill Engage the A ttention 
of C ongress this W eek. 
W ashington, January 29th.—The educa­ 
tion bill remains, as for three weeks past, 
unfinished business of the Senate for to­ 
morrow , and Senator Morgan has the floor 
for a speech on it. It is likely to give place 
temporarily to-morrow or Tuesday for the 
House bill making appropriations for agri­ 
cultural experiment stations. If the edu­ 
cation bill is brought to a vote before the 
end of the week it will probably be suc­ 
ceeded by the dependent pension bill. Sen­ 
ators Kenna and Platt are understood to 
contemplate the delivery of speeches on the 
tariff’ and surplus during the week. 
The urgent deficiency appropriation bill 
will be reported to the House at the begin­ 
ning of the week, and its consideration will 
consume a day or two. The Wilkins na­ 
tional bank bill stands first in the order of 
unfinished business, but unless its author 
recovers from his illness in time to give it 
attention, it will give place to a resolution 
assigning ualimited period of time for the 
consideration of a large number of bills for 
the erection of public buildings. 
This proposition will be vigorously op­ 
posed by a small minority, and if not dis­ 
posed ot by Thursday it will then be sent 
back again to the calendar, as the Elections 
Committee intends to call up the Lowry vs. 
White (Indiana election) case on Thursday, 
which will possibly consume the remainder 
of the week. 
The pension appropriation bill, which is 
privileged matter, may he called up for ac­ 
tion during the week, and the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs will make an effort to 
take up the French Exposition bill, if op­ 
portunity offers. 
TH E LIQUOR QUESTION. 
A Congressm an W ho Favors H igh Li­ 
cense Instead of Prohibition. 
W ashington, January 29th.—The House 
Committee on Alcoholic Liquor Traffic has 
instructed its Chairman, Representative 
Campbell of Ohio, to call the Speaker’s at­ 
tention to the fact that bills relating to 
liquor business have been referred to the 
Committees on Judiciary, Ways and Means 
and District of Colombia, instead of to the 
Committee on Alcoholic Liquor Traffic, 
which, it is contended, properly has juris­ 
diction of all bills affecting the liquor ques­ 
tion.On the ninth of February the committee 
will give a hearing to a delegation from the 
National Temperance Alliance on the bill 
to create a commission to inquire into the 
liquor traffic. 
Representative Campbell said to-night 
that, while he could not speak for the lull 
committee, he personally was not in favor 
of prohibition. 
He continued: 
“You 
cannot make men temperate by statute. 
A strict license law will prove effective. It 
stops the sale of liquor to minors and 
drunken men ; it stops Sunday selling and 
closes disorderly saloons.” 


UNDER TH E SNOW . 
The G reat Storm in the E ast Still Caus­ 
ing M uch Suffering. 
N ew Y ork, January 29th.—'Very little 
progress was made yesterday in raising the 
snow blockade in New England. The 
weather was intensely cold and the wind 
high, 30 that as fast as the snow-plows or a 
gang of shovelers cleared the way for the 
trains through the snow-drifts the wind 
piled up the snow again as bad as ever. 
Disabled snovt -plo^-s and locomotives are 
strung along nearly every road. At Hous- 
atonic a coach and caboose containing forty 
shovelers was upset and fifteen men were 
hurt.In New York many large towns hEve 
been without communication for three 
days. It will require many days of mod 
erate weather and an infinite amount of 
hard work to restore travel to its normal 
condition. Many points report the coldest 
weather in half a century. The New York 
milkmen are notifying their customers 
that they cannot supply them until the 
snow blockade is raised. 
ON THE OCEAN. 
The wind at Sandy Hook for several days 
has been blowing at from forty to sixty 
miles an hour. The Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin were the only liners that made 
port on Friday. Their Captains teli stories 
of waves mountains high and howling 
gales. A large number of sailing vessels 
were bound in when the storm commenced 
but they were forced to turn about and 
speed to sea before the gale. No serious 
accidents were reported. 
The Mallory steamer from Key West ex­ 
perienced a fall of 100° in the thermometer 
daring the voyage. 
TOWNS CUT OFF. 
F armington (Me.), January 29th.—Sur­ 
rounded by snow-drifts fifteen feet deep, 
Farmington was cut off from the rest cl' 
the world for three days. Waterbury, Vt., 
is similarly circumstanced, and Montpelier 
and St. Johnsbury are not much better off. 
At Laconia, N. H., the thermometer was 
10° below zero last night. The first train 
for two days arrived yesterday, followed by 
several others, including the Canadian Pa­ 
cific express. 
MAIL-CARRIER MISSING. 
Philadelphia, January 29th.—The snow 
blockade in this State continues in the 
neighborhood of Reading. High winds 
sprang up yesterday, drifting the snow into 
the tracks of the railroads and undoing the 
work of the past three days. It is the 
worst storm in a quarter o! a century. 
Willoughby Romero, a mail-carrier be­ 
tween Lcnhartsvilleand Allentown, is miss­ 
ing. It is believed that he has perished. 


ON T1IK PR A IR IE . 
A T eacher and Five l ’npila I’eri.vli Out in 
D akota. 
D ubuque (la.), January 29th.—One of 
the ghastly incidents of the recent furious 
blizzard in Dakota has been made public. 
Mrs. Patrick, a widow who resides in the 
little town of Peosta, about fourteen miles 
east of Dubuque, has received the shock­ 
ing intelligence that her son had been 
frozen to death in the storm, and that his 
body was now on its way to Peosta. George 
Patrick, the victim, was a school-teacher m 
an isolated district about forty miles north 
of Mandan, D. T. His school consisted of 
five pupils. 
TERRIBLE SUFFERING. 
On the day the blizzard began raging, 
rather than brave its fury, he concluded to 
remain over night in the school-house, ex­ 
pecting the storm would cease before 
morning. But the following day it raged 
fiercer than ever, and the little school- 
house, standing all unprotected upon the 
wide prairie, was shaken to its very foun­ 
dation. 
The horror endured by that 
doomed man and his little companions, 
the wails and sobs of the hungry and hor­ 
rified children, must be left to the imag­ 
ination of the reader. None of them was 
left to tell the story. 
A GHASTLY DISCOVERY. 
Three days later they were all found 
stretched upon the floor of the school- 
hoase frozen stiff, their features distorted 
by the pains of cold arid hunger and their 
forms huddled together as if in a desperate 
effort to prolong life as long as possible. 
The heroism and self-sacrifice of the dead 
school-teacher will be an enduring monu­ 
ment to his memory. He had stripped 
himself of his outer garments and had 
torn up the floor of the school-honse to 
provide fuel, and when everything com­ 
bustible that could be spared was gone, 
tortured by hunger and cold, he had 
laid down with his pnpils and with them 
died. 
PAINFCL SCENES. 
The scene presented when the grief- 
stricken parents and friends entered the 
school-honse was one they will never for­ 
get. This ¡3 the most ghastly and painful 
record yet given of the ravages of that 
awful stonu by which so many lost their 
lives. The remains of Mr. Patrick, it is 
expected, will reach Peosta to-morrow. 
He was reared jn this county, and wa3 a 
young man of fine promise and gei#rally 
esteemed.

AN INNOCENT MAN LYNCHED IN 
KENTUCKY. 


Burning o f a Children’s Hospiial- 
A M iner Orphans His Chil­ 
dren—Desperate Affray.

A PLUCKY JOURNALIST. 
A N ew spaper Man K ills One and P ep­ 
pers Tw o O ther A ssailants. 
K noxville (Tenn.), January 29th.—A 
shooting affray occurred here this morning 
in front of St. John’s Episcopal Church 
which resulted in the wounding of three 
men, one of them fatally. As James F. 
Rule, city editor of the Knoxville Journal, 
was entering the church accompanied by 
his wife, he was accosted by three men who 
wanted to speak with him. He walked to 
the opposite side of the street with them, 
where all four stood talking some minutes. 
The three men were John West, William 
West and a friend of theirs named Good­ 
man. 
THREE AGAINST ONE. 
They attacked Rule on account of a 
communication which appeared in the 
morning Journal reflecting upon Dr. T. A. 
West. City Physician, and father of John 
and William West. Rule refused to give 
the name of the author of the communica­ 
tion, or to make anv satisfactory answer to 
their questions. West struck Rule and at­ 
tempted to bear him to the ground. Rule 
drew a revolver and shot John West 
through the body. William West immedi­ 
ately fired on Rule, the ball passing 
through Rule’s wrist. John West then cat 
Rule in the back seven times. William 
West placed his revolver at Rule's fore­ 
head and fired, but Rule knocked the pis­ 
tol up. receiving only a scalp wound. Rule 
then fired two more shots, one of them 
taking effect in the shoulder of Goodman, 
who seemed io be attempting to separate 
the combatants. 
AFTER THE BATTLE. 
A number of men rushed from the 
church and stopped the fight. William 
West ran away uninjured. Rule was able 
to get up and walk to the church, but John 
West was carried home in a dying condi­ 
tion. Rule’s injuries are not dangerous, 
and Goodman is not seriously wounded. 
Rule’s wife, who had entered the church, 
knew nothing of the difficulty till all was 
over. The organ drowned the noise of the 
pistol shots. 
The circumstances which called out the 
newspaper article was the election yester­ 
day of Dr. T. A. West as City Physician 
Dv the City Council. West is not a gradu­ 
ate of a medical college, and the Council 
had repealed an ordinance for the purpose 
of making him eligible. This act aroused 
the indignation of the regular physicians 
of the city, and was denounced by the 
Medical Society. 
The article which caused the bloody 
affray was written by a physician and con­ 
tained very severe reflections upon Dr. 
West and the City Council. William West 
lias been arrested. 


BACKW OODS STYLE. 
A K entucky D ance Broken Up by a B e- 
volver Chorus. 
Louisville, January 29th.—A letter re­ 
ceived by John Martin, of the Rowen 
county (Ky.) Martin-Tolliver feud, says 
that in a row at a party at Mrs. Nellie 
Walker’s, near Moorehead, on January 
24th, three men were seriously’ wounded. 
James Cartin during the evening attempted 
to kiss Mrs. Walker, and she resented it 
fiercely. In the melee lamps were over­ 
turned, and during the darkness several 
shots were fired. When light was made 
John Walker was found shot through the 
left lung, “Pet” Williams through the 
neck and Ned Lawler in the abdomen. 
AN INNOCENT MAN LYNCHED. 
The same letter says the nine-year-old 
daughter of Samuel Carter, a well-to-do 
farmer of Rowen county, was outraged on 
the morning of January 2l3t by an un­ 
known negro. Bob Yenders, of the neigh­ 
borhood, was suspected, and a number of 
tarmers went to his cabin and hanged him 
to a beam above his door. Just as Yenders 
was in the throes of death word was 
brought that not he, hut John Hooper, was 
guilty, and Yenders was cut down. 


TW O FIR E S. 
Disastrous Coi.ttngration In Two Eastern 
Citien YeKterday. 
U t ic a (N. Y.), January 29th.—Malone, 
Franklin county, was visited by a terrible 
fire this morning. It was first discovered 
in the crockery store of M. C. Fuller, situ­ 
ated in the Empire or Howard House 
block, and was then under full headwav. 
Owing to the hydrants being frozen, no 
water could be obtained from them, and a 
long delay was caused from the fact that 
connections had to be made at the river 
and the water_ forced up by steamers. 
Meanwhile the fire had completely- gutted 
the above store and communicated to the 
Howard House, and was under good head­ 
way when the water was ready to pour on 
the flames. 
During the burning ot the Howard House 
an explu ion, presumably of gas, occurred, 
blowing ou: portions of the brick walls ami 
killing l'sac Chester, a prominent business 
man ot Malone, who was coming out of 
the bank, and injuring several others. The 
whole Empire block, including hotel, 
operu-house, and all the stores in the 
block, were completely destroyed. 
HEAVY LOSS IN PITTSBURG. 
P it t s b u r g , January 29th.— Fire this 
morning in the center of the city occa­ 
sioned a loss of $300,000. The insurance is 
$205,000. The principal sufferers were: 
Wiling Sons, merchant tailors; Heeren 
Bros., manufacturing jewelers; Hasiage 
Sons, grocers, and Dr. C. G. Hussey, owner 
of the building. 


RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 
A Leading N ihilist P rotests A gainst a 
Proposed E xtradition T reaty. 
W ashington, January 29th.—A plea for 
the rejection of the proposed extradition 
treaty between the Russian and the United 
States Governments has been sent to Sena­ 
tor Hawley by Sergius M. Stepniak, a Rus­ 
sian Nihilist now located in London. Step­ 
niak makes a special request that the mat­ 
ter be laid belore the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. He lays down as his 
text that it is the rule with all civilized na­ 
tions that nobody can be condemned with­ 
out being heard in his defense, and that the 
projected extradition treaty with the 
Russian Government, if ratified by the 
American Senate, will be a wholesale con­ 
demnation to capital punishment—and 
worse -of any number of Russian patriotic 
people designated as Nihilists who may 
seek refuge from the despotism of the Czar. 


AN UP-H ILL FIG H T. 
C leveland Said to be Losing Ground ill 
N ew York City. 
I Cojtyryiht, 1888, by U.e California Associated I ire*<. ¡ 
New York, January 29th.—Ihe police, 
who know what is going on in Democratic 
State politics, say that Cleveland’s chances 
of securing the delegation from New Yotk 
to the Democratic National Convention are 
growing less as the weeks roll on. Good 
judges say that the opposition to Cleveland 
is now better organized than it was four 
years ago. Hill’s friends here make no 
secret ot the fact that he is a candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. He has the 
support of th*- Tammany leaders, and the 
nomination of ex-Mayor Cooper or Mayor 
Hewitt might bring the support of the 
County Democracy, which faction the 
President has been taking such good care of. 


JUVENILE CRIPPLES. 
R em arkable E scape of 163 C hildren from 
a B urning H ospital. 
N ew Y ork, .Januaty 29th.—In the Hos­ 
pital for the Ruptured and Crippled, at 
Lexington avenue and Forty-second street, 
there are 163 crippled children under treat­ 
ment. About 0:45 o’clock this evening the 
younger of the children were in bed, others 
were preparing to retire, and a few of the 
older children were eating their supper in 
the basement. Two of the latter, Loui-a 
Fehlig. aged 12, and Mary Greely. aged 10 
years started up stairs to go to bed. On 


reaching the second floor they were sud­ 
denly enveloped in clouds of smoke. 
th eir presence of m ind. 
Both children are suflering from spinal 
disease, and can walk only with difficulty. 
Without screaming or manifesting fricht in 
any way, they hurried as lapidly possible to 
the third floor and told the nurse, Ellen 
Dougherty, 
that the 
building 
was 
on tire. The nurse told them not to tell 
any of the children, and sent them to their 
rooms. She then sent word bv an assistant 
to Matron Webber, who in turn notified 
Dr. Gibney, from whom an alarm was sent 
out. As rapidly as possibly the doctor, 
nurse and police, as well es a number of 
citizens and firemen, carried all the chil­ 
dren from the burning building. 
ONE LÍFE LOST. 
\\ lien the tire had been extinguished the 
lifeless body of Mary Donnelly, the cook 
in the hospital, was found in her room on 
the fifth floor, where she had died from 
suffocation. 
HEROIC CHILDREN. 
Jen-year-old Max Schwartz, who is suf­ 
fering from hip disease, tried to carry out 
John A. Burke, a little deaf and dumb 
cripple, but tfie boy was too heavy. He 
then dragged him out toa hallway, where 
he met a policeman, who carried both 
boys down. 
During the fire Michael McCarthy, the 
elevator boy, was overcome by smoke and 
fell into the elevator pit. He was discov­ 
ered there by Jessie Stranger, a voung 
waitress in the hospital, who draggtsl him 
out into the air, where he revived. 


H E W OULD GAM BLE. 
A T eacher SteuU S800, B low s M ost o f it 
Id, am i Then K ills H im self. 
Cleveland, January 29th. — Eugene 
Tafel, Principal of the Columbus School, 
last Friday was given $800 with which to 
pay the teachers. He went to a gambling 
house and lost all but $100, and then took 
the train for this place, arriving this morn­ 
ing and taking a room at the Johnson 
House. Soon after lie shot and killed him­ 
self. He left a note to the Superintendent 
of Schools oi Columbus acknowledging the 
thelt, and giving as an excuse an uncon­ 
trollable disposition to gamble. He left a 
wife.

THE INJUSTICE OF JUSTICE-AN IN­ 
STANCE. 


The ease cf the imprisoned witness, 
Parker, in San Francisco, is one that will 
awaken profound sympathy, although it 
is not more provocative of commiseration 
than 
many others of 
like character. 
Parker is the unfortunate man who claims 
that he was swindled out of his money and 
farm a few weeks ago by three sharpers, 
the chief of whom is Ilamberg, the $2-lot 
■peculator. 
It will be remembered that 
P arker came from Oregon to San Fran­ 
cisco with considerable money. H is story, 
in 
brief, is that he was induced 
to 
put half 
or 
more of his means into 
a comparatively worthless 
intelligence 
and real estate office business; through 
the agency of the same men he fell 
into the toils of JIamberg, who traded 
him 
a 
San 
Francisco 
lot 
of 
high 
value for the remainder of his money and 
his ^(1,000 farm in Southern Oregon ; that 
JIamberg, as it is positively stated, had no 
title and had never claimed any to the 
lot, except in statements to Parker, but 
immediately, on m aking the trade, went 
to Oregon, sold the farm at a ruinous sac­ 
rifice, and with the money left for Mon­ 
tana, where lie was apprehended and 
brought hack to San Francisco under 
charges of swindling and of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 
Ilis alleged 
accomplices were also arrested, and the 
three clapped into jail. 
They have all, 
however, hailed themselves out—and, it is 
charged, with the identical money wrung 
from Parker. 
On Saturday, by order of 
Court, Parker was taken into custody as a 
witness and ordered to give hail in the 
sum of $2,500. 
This was done to secure 
his attendance as a prosecuting witness. 
But the poor man is ru in ed ; lie now 
has neither money nor property, and, 
being a stranger in Sail Francisco, he is 
unable to furnish bondsmen. 
W hat makes 
his case worse is the fact that his wife, 
prostrated, by grief at the loss of the 
savings of a lifetime, has been taken very 
sick and is unable to leave her bed. 
In 
the meantime she men who wronged him 
are at liberty, “ living h ig h " upon the 
old man’s money, giving costly suppers at 
French restaurants and generally having 
w hat the world calls “ a good time.” 
W ere it only lawful, as well it m ight be 
in such a case, it would he a just thing to 
require the men who have stripped the 
unfortunate man of the savings of a life­ 
tim e to furnish bail for him out of the 
proceeds of their crime. 
Every induce­ 
ment that appeals to self-interest operates 
to secure Parker's attendance at the trial. 
Unless the defendants huv him off, he will 
certainly he present because of the faint 
hope of recovering some of his money. 
It is nothing less than a disgrace, a 
burning shame to our civilization, that 
this grievous wrong is done to this unfor­ 
tunate man. 
If the prosecuting officers of 
San Francisco, whom the press and public 
opinion have so often been compelled to 
lash to duty doing, were one-half as solic­ 
itous at all times to secure to justice her 
due ends, there would lie less crime and 
outrage in San Francisco than there is. 
The Prosecuting Attorney who moved this 
man’s incarceration certainly has some 
discretion in these matters. 
It was not 
Absolutely necessary for him to have moved 
the Court to lock up the witness, Parker, 
who just at this time, of all others, needs 
to be free to prepare his case against the 
men he charges with defrauding him. 
Even if justice should be cheated of its 
ends by the old man’s compromise with the 
rogues, society can console itself with the 
reflection that the victim has recovered 
something of his looses. 
Parker declares, 
however, his undying determination to 
prosecute, and the officers, whose unpleas­ 
ant dntv it is to imprison him, are im­ 
pressed with the sincerity of the man. 
The injustice done to Parker under the 
law may be the very means of defeating 
justice. 
Shut up in prison in a strange 
city ; his wife sick among strangers; the 
jKtssihility before him of lingering in jail 
for months, while the adroit defendants 
work up *’ c o n tin u a n c e s u n a b le to pre­ 
pare the case for the prosecution and 
search out witnesses, this unfortunate man 
is altogether likely to come into such a 
frame of mind as to listen to temptation, 
and in the end do precisely what the pros­ 
ecuting officials wish to prevent—refuse to 
prosecute. 
H ere is nn instance where the law is 


worse than lame ; it goes halting and hob­ 
bling in its endeavog to punish wrong­ 
doers, and by its blundering visits its rig­ 
ors ujHtn the iiWl’icent, while the guilty go 
free. Iiathor th an th at these things should 
be, crime should here and there rem ain 
unpunished. 
B ather than thus cruelly 
visit eue blameless person, ten guilty 
should lie perm itted to escape- 
If our 
system cannot provide means for watching 
witnesses of this character, instead of im ­ 
prisoning them ; or else provide for taking 
th eir testimony and putting it of record 
and for using that record on the tria l; 
then 
let 
justice 
take 
her 
chances 
w ith 
roguery as 
to the outcome of 
prosecutions. 
For it is a ghastly farce, a 
mockery and a eilme against 1 hi inanity to 
sequester behind bolts and bars those who 
reveal crime and point out the way tc< its 
discovery, while the oilcnders go free with 
the proceeds] of their villainy and enjoy 
full liberty to corrupt witnesses and stop 
up the avenues through which justice 
must grope her way to truth. 
If there is 
no discretion in the application of this 
defective law hv the officers of Courts, 
then it will be wise to abandon it and cat­ 
alogue it among the repealed statutes. 
There are cases when it serves a useful 
purpose; cases in which the witness is of a 
character justifying his detention and sep­ 
aration from other witnesses; but there 
are more cases in which the application of 
the law is senseless and cruel. 
It is full 
time, and it has been for years, for wisdom 
to effect reformation of the cruelties pos­ 
sible under this law. 
As it is, it serves to 
intim idate those who should reveal offenses. 
It is notorious that much crime goes un­ 
punished solely because witnesses fear they 
may he detained forcibly because of ina­ 
bility to give hail, or lo wait upon the 
slow movements of the law. 
There is a 
possibility that Ilam berg and his co-defend­ 
ants are innocent; they may prove them ­ 
selves to )>e very doves of haim lessness; 
we are not passing upon their guilt or in­ 
nocence; the Courts will determine th a t; 
hut there is no question whatever ‘that 
P arker is free from wrong-doing; th at his 
imprisonment offends every just man’s 
sense of fair-dealing and appeals to the 
sympathy of every person capable of feel­ 
ing for another’s wrongs. 


THE SANTA ANA BUTCHERY 


The 
A nschlag-Hitchcock 
murder in 
Southern California was one of the most 
horrible in its bloody details that has been 
put upon criminal records. 
Anschlag de­ 
liberately chopped to pieces Hitchcock and 
his wife, and cut their throats, in order to 
secure the deed to their farm which had 
been made out for delivery to him when he 
should have paid over the purchase price 
he led them to believe he possessed. 
It 
was therefore a premeditated and cold­ 
blooded murder, without a solitary feature 
to suggest merciful doubts, provocation or 
charitable suspension of judgment. 
Let 
as note now how long it will lie before the 
slow processes of our laws visit punishm ent 
upon this murderer. 
In some countries he 
would be legally hanged or beheaded 
within a week ; witii us it takes from one 
to three years to accomplish the cause of 
justice in the plainest of cases, so that 
though Anschlag confesses his horrible 
crime, and the strongest of circumstantial 
evidence confirms his story, it is not prob­ 
able that he will swing for his infamy for a 
year or two yet, and he may, even lawfully) 
escape the gallows altogether. 
W eak juries, weak Courts, and weaker 
prosecuting officers, save 
the necks of 
many wretches. 
In the hot indignation of 
the present, it would seem that nothing 
could save Anschlag's neck except death 
liefore the noose is oiled for him, but it is 
not safe to count upon the positiveness of 
his conviction. 
In jail Anschlag occa­ 
sionally throws up his hands, and cries 
ou t: 
" ] 
killed 
Hitchcock 
and 
his 
wife! 
Oh, 
my 
(io d ! 
my 
God! 
what 
will 
become of me?” 
Is there 
not 
here 
a 
keynote 
for 
ingeuious 
lawyers to frame a theory of insanity for 
this m urderer ? 
W ill not this class of 
shrewd and learned men be able to raise 
doubts of the man's even balance of mind 
when he so barbarously slew the old man 
and his wife? 
W ill it not lie argued that 
the horrid character of the butchery is in­ 
consistent with the presumption of sanity? 
I’erhaps Anschlag, under careful instruc­ 
tion, will l>e able to make his behavior in 
jail for the next few weeks relate to his 
past actions ir%uoli a manner as to move 
a weak jurym an or two to be more than 
merciful to him ? Certainly it will not 
do to count confidently upon the convic­ 
tion of this human butcher, who brained 
his victims with a hatchet, cut their 
throats from ear to ear, carried the m uti­ 
lated bodies some miles and buried them 
in a shallow grave of his own digging. 
W hile the public mind awaits the solu­ 
tion of the problem w hether the murderer 
will receive his just deserts, and which is 
ever present until the trap is sprung, the 
opportunity is open for the sentimental 
sisterhood to again make their presence 
manifest. 
There has never been a case 
fatter with food for their sickly tears. 
They can shower this Santa Ana savage 
with flowers, and mingle their piteous 
tears with his repentant moans to line ad­ 
vantage. The case affords them a splendid 
opportunity to pour out upon a red-handed 
ruffian the wealth of their sympathies and 
their purses. 
H e is a fit subject for their 
pitiful sighing, and is bloody enough to 
appease the most ardent demands of their 
natures for objects upon which to exercise 
their sym pathetic souls. 


T h e reception to be tendered the mem­ 
bers of the American H orticultural Asso­ 
ciation to-morrow evening in this city 
ought to enlist the active participation of 
our people. 
W e cannot do better than to 
entertain such visitors, and mingle with 
them and respond to their inquiries con­ 
cerning the Sacramento valley.

and simply deny that any strike is a fleet­ 
ing them. 
The fact is the strike is over, 
and the strikers, as the other day was 
pointed out in these columns, are beaten. 
The present show of rem aining out is sim­ 
ply bravado to cover defeat. 
After a time 
labor may learn th at it gains nothing by 
punishing itself, and th at wisdom is far te t­ 
ter than the counseling of the indis­ 
creet men usually found in the lead in 
strikes. 
The cause of labor, the elevation 
and advancement of the wage-earners, is 
too great and right a cause to be jeopard­ 
ized, as >t is, by these unreasonable and 
ill-considered strikes.

The Q uestion o f Sprinkling Six P rin­ 
cipal R oads L eading Out o f Sac­ 
ram ento—Shade Trees, Etc. 


A meeting of the Committee on Roads 
and Driveways, together with members of 
the Committee on Shade Trees, was held at 
the Improvement Association Rooms Sat­ 
urday afternoon at 1 o’clock, with full at­ 
tendance. L. H. Fassett presided and E. 
Greer acted as Secretary. Reports were 
made from the several committees ap­ 
pointed at the previous meeting, to ascer­ 
tain the cost for putting in wells, erecting 
pumps, tanks, etc., lor supplying water to 
sprinkle on the six principal roads leading 
out of Sacramento. 
Mr. Greer thought on the Freeport road 
four wells would be required, costing $10 
each, four pumps costing $26 each, four 
windmills at $110 each, four platforms at 
$20 each, and four tanks of 4,000 gallons at 
$75 each, making a total cost for the 
“plant” on this road, to furnish water for 
sprinkling five miles out, $964. For the 
lower Stockton road, Mr. Greer estimated 
the wells, windmills, etc., would cost $800. 
Mr. Fassett reported concerning the up­ 
per Stockton road, that if the same facili­ 
ties can be had for water supply that were 
used last season, there would be no cost on 
that road for the plant. If otherwise, how­ 
ever, the extra plant would not cost more 
than $225. 
Supervisor McMullen stated that he bad 
investigated the matter of water supply for 
the Jackson road, and placed the probable 
cost for new wells and fixtures at $500. 
E. 
F. Aiken spoke for the J-street road, 
and was satisfied that fixtures for an 
abundant water supply could be put up for 
$225.Dugarld Gillis and Roadmaster M. Judd 
reported upon the Norris grant road, lead­ 
ing out from Twelfth street. They fixed 
the probable outlay necessary to pump 
water sufficient for that road at $500. Mr, 
Judd also reported upon the portable en­ 
gine and pump, referred to at the previous 
committee meeting, which, It was thought, 
might be used in place of putting up wind­ 
mills. He stated that in order to use the 
engine at the different wells on a road it 
would require an extra team and man, and 
would not therefore be as economical as 
raising water with windmills. 
It was the unanimous opinion, based 
upon experience, that good self-adjusting 
windmills, with tanks holding 4,000 
gallons, would supply an inexhaustible 
supply of water for sprinkling purposes, 
aud be but little expense after in place, to 
keep them in repair. The above figures 
for the several roads referred to—the Free­ 
port road, lower Stockton, upper Stockton, 
Jackson, J-street road and Norris grant 
road—would require a total cost for plant 
of about $3,200, with possibility of some 
reduction from these figures if favorable 
arrangements can be made with parties 
who have water privileges on some of the 
roads 
The cost of sprinkling the roads is not 
included in the above, and would be, for a 
period of five months, about $2,500. This 
would make a total cost of say $5,700 for 
providing permanent plant and sprinkling 
the six roads for a distance of five miles 
out, the present season, but after that the 
expense would be merely for the work of 
sprinkling, or about $2,500 per year. As to 
the best method of meeting this expense— 
it being claimed by all present that the 
benefit would accrue alike to country and 
city—Mr. Fassett thought the money 
should be raised in the country by a levy, 
say of two cents on each $100of assessed 
property, and that provision should be 
made for a similar amount in some way bv 
the city. After discussion of the subject 
the following resolution was subm itted: 
Kesolved, That it is the sense of this commit­ 
tee that the City Trustees should be urged to 
donate an amount equal to two cents on eaeli 
£100 of n.«8essed values of city property, for use 
in sprinkling for a distance of live miles out, 
the six principal roads leading into the city. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted 
and referred to the Executive Committee of 
the Improvement Association for presenta­ 
tion to the city authorities. 
It was the opinion of those present that 
the sprinkling of the roads referred to 
would not only make them excellent for 
driving purposes nearly the entire year, but 
that it would greatly increase the travel 
into and out of the city, and consequently 
be of material advantage to Sacramento in 
a business view. It was also maintained 
that if these roads were thus sprinkled one 
season for a distance of five miles out, the 
distance would be greatly augmented and 
probably doubled by next season, and 
eventually all the leading roads would be 
kept sprinkled their entire length, as the 
most economical and best method of 
keeping them in repair for public 
travel, and for the further important 
purpose of protecting adjoining orchards 
from dust, ft was stated that some roads 
at Florin and elsewhere were already ar­ 
ranging for thus treating roads, for the 
double purpose of securing first-class high­ 
ways and keeping all dust from fruit in the 
orchards adjacent. 
The subject of planting the roads leading 
out of Sacramento to shade trees was 
brought up by the Chairman of the Shade 
Tree Committee, and the matter again fully 
discussed. There was an earnest desire 
expressed by all present that this work 
should go forward at the same time as that 
the arrangements for sprinkling, and 
the planting of sour orange trees 
was warmly approved by all speakers. 
Many present expressed themselves ready 
to contract for quite a large number. A 
report was made that W. R. Strong & Co. 
had ascertained that they could get a car­ 
load of good nursery trees of from one to 
one and one-half inches in diameter, of the 
sour Florida oranges, and that they could 
be sold here at fifty cents each. 
Finally, after full discussion of the sub­ 
ject, in which there were many expressions 
in tavor of planting the orange as other 
evergreen trees, alternately with elm or 
other deciduous trees, the following reso­ 
lution was offered: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the Executive Committee should use every 
effort in their power to bring aliout the planting 
of the sour orange tree for planting along the 
streets and highways, for shade trees and orna­ 
mental purposes. 
The resolution was unanimously adopt­ 
ed, and after some further consideration of 
the committee’s work, an adjournment was 
taken, to meet at the call of the Chairman. 


Reception of the Horticulturists. 
The Committee of Arrangements for the 
reception of the visiting horticulturists to­ 
morrow evening have nearly perfected all 
the details connected with the important 
affair. A meeting of the committee was 
held last evening at the office of Dr. G. L. 
Simmons. A committee was selected to go 
to Suisun Tuesday afternoon to meet the vis­ 
itors. The committee requests all persons 
having camellias and other flowers to notify 
Mrs. G. W. Chesley of the fact. 
Mayor Gregory will act as Chairman of 
the various committees, and will be desig­ 
nated by a white badge with gold rosette. 
The other members of the Committee of 
Arrangements will wear white badges with 
silver rosettes, and the members of the Re­ 
ception Committee will be provided with 
badges of light blue. The visitors will be 
presented with badges of orange, together 
with an appropriate souvenir. 
O. P. Dodge has consented to call on cit­ 
izens for the sale and distribution of tickets. 
An interesting progiamme will be pre­ 
pared, consisting of short addresses and 
musical selections. The committee ad­ 
journed to meet this evening at 8 o'clock at 
the office of W. P. Coleman. 
The musical part of the reception will 
embrace selections from an orchestra, and 
during the evening A. J. Lennep, professor 
of the zither, will play a solo upon that 
instrument. He is recognized as the most 
finished zither player in America, and has 
not before appeared in Sacramento. During 
the evening it. F. Ollert, pianist, wiil play. 
He, too, is a newcomer, and will thus make 
his first public appearance here.

THE ORPHANS. 
SM ALL-POX. 
Arrangem ents for tbe Grand M usical 
Concert Saturday Evening, 
The Protestant Orphan Asylum was or­ 
ganized in June, 1867, and during its twen­ 
ty-one years of existence many hundreds 
of orphans, half-crphans, abandoned child­ 
ren, little waifs have been kindly cared for, 
brought up properly, given a good educa­ 
tion and provided with suitable homes. 
Many a man and woman of to-day, who 
once found a shelter in that home for the 
helpless calls it blessed. If there is any 
one thing that will melt the heart to pity; 
that will unloose the purse strings of the 
miser ; that will wring a penny from the 
E 
enurious ; that will cause a man to divide 
is last loaf, it is the cry of the orphan. Its 
appeal for protection of the innocent and 
helpless at once arrests the hardest-hearted, 
the most unpitying and he who scoffs at re­ 
ligion, who will give nothing for churches, 
societies; or Christian missions comes at 
once to the rescue. The appeal of a child 
for assistance, the silent appeal of its help­ 
lessness when robbed of i s parents, when 
thrown upon the cold charities of the 
world while in its infancy, finds a respon­ 
sive echo in every heart. There are none 
so hardened, so depraved, so low in the 
scale of humanity that they cannot be 
touched by a little child. The Protestant 
Orphan Asylum in this city is one of the 
grandest institutions of the" kind in the 
union. Sacramento is proud of it, and 
prouder still of the brave, self-sacri­ 
ficing and devoted women who conduct it. 
The measles which have been so bad 
among the little ones, are being held in 
check, and the cases are all reported as do­ 
ing quite well. The fund is still climbing 
and now amounts to $1,459 25. The con­ 
tributions reported Saturday are as follows:
